Gleichen to be Represented | Outline of Scheme Supplied 


by Clark Bios. 


The executive committee of the Al- 
berta Horse Breeders’ Association met 
on Saturday, February 28th, in the 
office of K. L. Richardson, Victoria 
Park, to select the judges for the 
Spring Horse show, which will be held 
March 25rd to 27th. 

Those present were BE. D, Adams, 
Calgary, first vice-president; A. L. 
Dollar, High River, second  vice- 
president; W. L. Carlyle, Calgary, 
director; Thomas Bellew, live stock 
superintendent, and W, N. Gibson, 
acting secretary in the absence of 
E. L. Richardson, secretary, President 
David Thorburn, of De Winton, was 
unable to get in on account of the bad 
condition of the roads in his district, 
and iPrector Alderman Fred Johnston 
was unfortunately too ill to attend. 

Four judges were selected—one for 
Clydes and Shires, one for Percherons, 
Suffolk Punch and Belgians, one for 
Standardbreds, Hacknays and light 
harness classes, and one for Thor- 
oughbreds, saddle horses, hunter and 
jumpers. The names will be for- 
warded to the Minister of Agriculture 
at Edmonton, and as soon as their 
acceptances have been received the 
names will be published, 

The committee also authorized the 
addition to the prize list of a class for 
city police horses at the request of 
Police Chief D. Ritchie, of Calgary. 
This class, which is too late to appear 
in the prize list, as the latter is al 
ready published, will be described as 
follows:— 

“Police Horses: open to members of 
any city police force. To be judged 
—30 per cent. for conformation, 
style and purpose for which used; 
20 per cent. for condition and 
grooming: 20 per cent. for eonip 
ment; and 30 pe. vent.-foy riding. 
The prizes willbe $15 for first, $10 
for second, $5 for third, and $5 for 
fourth.” 

The prize list shows that approxi- 
mately ten thousand dollars are 
offered in prizes for the 1920 show. 
Prize lists have been mailed to all of 
last year’s exhibitors, and anyone de 
siring a copy has only to write or 
phone to the seeretary, F. 1. Richard- 
son, Victoria Park, and a copy will be 
mailed immediately. 

Gleichen is {to be represented as 
usual at this horse show by our enter- 
prising ranchers, Clark Brothers, who 
are now issuing from The Call presses 
a list of the famous Clydesdales they 
will offer for sale.

We have not 
the time for a. detailed report this 
morning, but append a stateme nt 
supplied by Mr. McKeay tbat covers 
his talk and should aid the farmers, 
who have yet to cousider the snbject

As the territory outtined stove is 
in Unorganized unit without a 
inunicipal council, section 4 of the 
municipal hospital act provides that 
t petition sigued by at least 25 rate 
payers with not Jess than two from 
eich tow oship, must be 
and upon receipl of said petition 
by Ube minister of health ths terri 
tory petitioned for will bs included 
in the proposed hospital district, 
und the minister will later appoint 
to the hospitar 
voard, who will represent all the 
territory as described above, 

The boundry of the prop sed hos- 
pital district is as follows in the 
north between township 30 and Sl, 
including ranges 21, weat of the 
fourth meridian, to range 7 west of 
the fitth meridian and in south be 
tween township: 19 and 2. 

Public meetings have been held 
at all towns and villages within the 
boundaries described and to the 
lime of writing o great majority of 
the councils have approved of the 
said boundaries and have petitioned 
the winister of health to eatublish 
it as 8 municipal, hospital district, 

When all petitions covering the 
contributing ureas within the pro- 
posed boundaries have been received 
by the minister of health the dis- 
trict a8 outlined can then be estab- 
lished. The cext step will be the 
appointing of the members of the 
hospital board, and the mainister 
will then set a date for tne first 
meeting, all members being advised 
by letter as tothe time and place 
of such meeting.

The ‘Business of Farming 


The approach of spring, with the 
renewal of Nature's activities after the 
long rest of winter, inevitably leads 
also to a renewal of man’s activities, 
especially in the lines of productive 
effort. In some countri climatic 
conditions permit of year-round agri- 
cultural work with a rotation of crops, 
and stich climates also make possible 
the carrying on of out-of-door work 
of all kinds, This, however, is not 
true of Western Canada, where the

major activitics of both Nature and! 


man are sharply divided by the sea- 
sons—a long period of rest and re- 
cuperation during the winter, and a 
time of activity during the late spring, 
Gummer and carly fall months far 
@urpassing that known in more south- 
erly climes, 

And what is true on the farm is 
true in the cities and towns of the 
West. In other provinces and coun- 
tries industrial activity is maintained 
throughout the winter in factories and 
shops, but in the less industrially org- 
anized West hundreds of workmen 
who are busily engaged in the sum- 
mer are largely idle throughout the 
winter, 
Operations, road and railway con- 
struction, and out-of-door work of all 
kinds is largely at a standstill for five 
months of the year. 

These are fixed conditions well 
known to everybody, but people are 
frequently inclined to overlook their 
significance in the organization of 
their business activities, and in dceal- 
ing with economic problems confront- 
ing them. These conditions have a 
direct bearing on both farm and city 
labor, on wage demands by the wor- 
kers, on the purchase and transporta- 
tion of all kinds of material. If the 
hired farm worker is engaged for only 
six or seven months of the year he 
must, of necessity, carn sufficient to 
carry him through his winter months 
of idlencss, or find other employment 
at a time when work is difficult to 
secure, The city worker engaged in 
the building trades must earn and lay 
by during the months of building ac- 
tivity a reserve fund to support him- 
self and family during the winter 
when he cannot secure work, or can 
only do so by moving clsewhere at 
great expense and inconvenience to 
himself and family. 

So, too, in the accumulation of sup- 
plies of materials of all kinds.’ These 


things, so essential to the doing of a 
maximum amount of work during the 
seasonable months, can. only be as- 
sembled during the winter at a heavy 
cost of interest on moncy thus in- 
vested, insurance, storage, and trans-

ably affect the city employer and em- 
ployce more directly than they do the | 
farmer, but they react upon him and 
serve to intensify his problem of lew!| 
to increase production of foodstuffs,— 
for which the whole world is crying,— 
and yet do so at a cost which will 
yield him a fair margin of profit on 
his labor and outlay, and not result in 
actual loss, 

Western Canada farmers are al- 
ready preparing for active farm op-j 
erations, A demand for farm help is! 
reported by the Government employ- 
ment offices throughout the West. 


Most farmers are anxious to crop, 
every possible acre of land. They 
want to increase production, But 


many of them are in a quandary, They | 


machinery, farm necessaries of 
kinds, will not more than eat up any} 
profits that may accrue to them from! 
enlarged operations in the work of 
food production. 

A difficulty with which most farm- 
ers find themselves confronted is a 
lack of data upon which to arrive at 
any conclusion. Unlike the city busi- 
tiess man, the average farmer docs not 
keep books. He cannot tell from 
what phase of his farm operations in 
past years he made moncy, or where 
he lost noncy. There are leaks in his 
business, just as there are in cvery 
business, but the city merchant has a 
means of finding them out and stop- 
ping them, while the average farmer 
has provided himself with no means! 
of locating them, 

About to start on a new year of 
activitypthe-farmer of Western Can-} 
ada should realize that tle day of} 
guesswork in carrying on farm oper- 
ations is over, just as truly as it pass- 
ed long ago in connection with other 
businesses, The farmer must know 
what it costs to raise a crop, and he 
must make his buying and selling a 
business proposition. He should start 
his 1920 operations with a clear de-| 
termination to find out exactly where 
his business stands, if for no other 
[peatee than that he will thereby have | 
something to guide him a yeur hence. 

Wise legislation may assist prosper- 
ity, but it is not possible to legislate 
prosperity, and the farmer should, so 
far as is humanly possible, place him- 
sclf in a position to know and size up 
his market, just as the merchant 
knows what his goods cost him and 
the price at which he can afford to 
sell them, If the farmers of Wes- 
tern Canada could produce facts and 
figures of their business, as Eastern 
manufacturers and other business men 
can, he would be in a position to in-! 
fluence the enactment of much of the! 
remcdial legislation he now demands, 
but which at present he can only sup- 
port by very general statements.

British Columbia’s- a 
Tale Deposits 


Fairly !xtensive Deposits of Talc 


Occur on Vancouver 
Island 


A number of fairly extensive depos- 
its of talc occur on Vancouver Island, 
and on the British Columbia mainland 
along the line of the Pavific Great 
Eastern Railway. Though so far as 
can be judged none of these deposits 
contain as fine a varicty of talc as is 
found in the French and Italian de- 
posits, most of it will serve for many 
of the several purposes for which the 
mineral is used, 

In 1918 Canada produced over 18,- 
000 tons of talc, the crude product 
Selling at $3.50 to $5.00 per ton and 
the ground product at an average 
price of $14 per ton, The crude tale 
was shipped to the United States, 
while the ground product was sold 
principally in Canada, a small amount 
going to Cuba. Practically the whole 
output come from mines and quarries 
in the vicinity of Madoc, Hastings 
County, Ontario, which is the centre 
of the Canadian tale industry. 

Tale is employed extensively as a 
filler in the manufacture of paper, and 
with the growing wood-pulp industry 
in this province there should be a 
growing demand for talc. A large 
quantity of the mineral is used in the 
rubber industry, and the fine-grained 
mineral when absolutely free from 
grit is used for face-powder, cosmet- 
ics, and in the making of certain

Prohibition And The 
Presidential Fight 


Both Parties in U.S. Likely to Have 
“Wet” Planks 

Washington.—Efforts of the “wets” 
to inject prohibition into the national 
campaign are crystallizing in such 
definite fornt that politicians here

A resolution was also passed ex- 
pressing the appreciation of th@league 
to the dominion government for the 
franchise act that had been forecasted 
in the speech from the throne giving 
the franchise to all British subjects 
male and female over the age of 21 
years,

| Sunflowers ‘and 


Milk Production 


Step in the Direction of Producing 
Milk at a Cheaper Cost 


Sunflowers all over Alberta, big 
golden sunflowers nodding and sway- 


acres of sunflowers dotted over the 
province; patches of sunflowers on 
every farm from the southern bound- 
ary to the north through the so-called 
dry belt, in the irrigated arenas, where- 
ever oats and peas do not grow in 
great abundance, there will the sun- 
flower flomrish, 

The mission of the sunflower will 
be to make a dozen dairy cattle grow 
where only one was found before. 
It will enlarge the dairy herds of Al- 
berta,’ it will transform its golden 
lustre into fragrant butter and rich, 
creamy milk, 

Such was the message brought to 
the dairymen of Alberta, at Edmon- 
ton, this week. Not only will the 


\stinflower cause Alberta milk to flow 


more abundantly but it will prove a 
step in the direction of producing milk 
at a cheaper cost, declared G, H. Tut- 
ton, animal industry for the C.P.R., 
and president of the Western Canada 
Livestock Association, Mr, Hutton 
reviewed in graphic style the experi- 
ments carried on at the C.P.R. dem- 
onstration farm at Strathmore, in 
growing sunflowers for silage, and in 
the results already obtained in feed- 
ing them to dairy cattle.

Montreal,—Addressing members of 
the board of trade here, Dr. J. W. 
Robertson, C.M.G., former fuel con- 
troller for Canada, dealt exhaustively 
with the subject of marketing and 
other conditions of interest in Can- 
ada, he said that it would probably 
take two years for the production 
of breadstuffs to meet the world’s 
requirements and leave over a moder- 
ate reserve as a security against scarc- 
ity the following year. 

He stated that on all wheat bought 
by Great Britain in Canada from the 
crops in 1918 and 1919 there was an 
average loss to the United Kingdom 
of probably over seventy-five cents 
a bushel.
